Not alone in Germany but also in 
Austria-Hungary the recommeneement 
of hostilities is unpopular with the 
masses, who, tired of the war, had 
hoped that with the debacle in Russia 
a general peace was nearer. Several 
of the most influential journals desire 
to know who was responsible. 

Meantime Russia is still in the 
throes of civil war, and, added to that, 
has another widespread anti-Semitic 
movement to contend with. Pogroms 
are declared to have been committed in 
Lublin, Rashkoff, Tiraspol, and other 
towns. said Germany is ready to conclude a 
peace “which corresponds with our 
interests.“ He then made this signifi- 
cant statement: | 

“We can no longer believe in the 
pacific intentions of Russia and must 
see that peace and order prevail in the 
eccupied regions of the adjoining coun- 
tries.” , 7 

Attitude of Austrians. 

Dr. von Seydler, the Austrian pre- 
mier, ng in the reichsrath, said 
he did not expect renewal of hostili- 
ties. He defended the peace agree- 
ment with the Ukraine and ther added: 

“ Responding to Ge calis of 
help from Esthonia and\Livonia, Ger- 
many resolved to march farther into 
the interior in order to save from 
certain destruction those unhappy na- 
tionals living in those provinces. In 
full accord with our allies, we decided 
not to participate in this military ac- 
tidn. Our aim, therefore, remains what 
it was before—to bring help as speedily 
as possible to the Austro-Hungarian 
nationals still on Russian soil.” 

Warns of “Russian Trick.“ 

In hts address Dr. von Kuehimann 
said that the breaking off of the armi- 
stice and renewal of war with Ryssia 
was due entirely to the Russians. 

Dr. von Kuehlmann asserted that 
the pacific interventions of Russia 
could no longer be credited, but he said 
that even today Germany was prepared 
to conclude a peace “which corre- 
sponds with our interests.” 

He instanced the peace agreement 
with the Ukraine as an indication of 
the readiness of the central powers for 
peace. He referred especially to the 
advantages which the Teutonic allies 
would derive during the present year 
from the economic treaty with - the 
Ukraine and recommended the ap- 
proval of the compact. 

“Ukraine is a rich country.“ he said, 
“and the decisive factor for the con- 
clusion of peace was economic. In re- 
spect to its minerals, coal and iron, 
the Ukraine is very rich, and it pos-

HIMSELF TOU.S.

New York, Feb. 20.—Morris Hillquit, 
Socialist and pacifist candidate for 
mayor of New Lork in the last munici- 
‘pal campaign, offered his services to 
the United States government in a 
speech here tonight.
